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Driver 

denies 

killing 

toddler 


A MAN has denied causing the 
death of a 3-year-old boy while 
driving a Jaguar without insur¬ 
ance. 

Ahmed Aldubaili, 30, was char¬ 
ged with causing death by dang¬ 
erous driving, death by driving 
when unlicensed and driving while 
uninsured following a crash. 

Toddler Henry Blacklock sustained fatal 
injuries in the collision and his father Martin 
Blacklock, 42, from Newmarket, was 
seriously injured. 

Henry was in the front passenger seat of a 
Renault Clio driven by his father when it was 
in collision with another car. 

Henry died at the scene of the crash, 
which happened at 7pm on October 23 on 
the B1063 in Ashley near Newmarket. 

Aldubaili pleaded not guilty to death by 


dangerous driving but guilty to driving when 
unlicensed and uninsured at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Monday. He will appear on 
September 9 for the result of medical reports 
on his fitness for trial. 

Aldubaili, from Newmarket, is accused of 
causing the death of Henry, who lived with 
his mother, Clare Seager, in Red Lodge. 

Following his death, she released an 
emotional tribute describing Henry as a 
“bright and intelligent boy”. 

She said: “Henry was a little boy with a big 
heart, who was, and is, loved by everyone 
who knew him. 

“For a 3-year-old lad he didn’t know the 
meaning of fear or danger. He would quickly 
make friends with people he met and just 
loved life and everyone. 

“Henry was a really bright and intelligent 
little boy who was always smiling and 
seemed to know everything.” 

Henry had two sisters, Lilly and Jasmin, 
and a brother, Jack. 
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Tragic cyclist 
had no lights 

AN elderly cyclist who died after being 
involved in a crash with a motorcyclist 
was not wearing any reflective clothing 
and had no lights on, an inquest heard. 

Colin Crabtree, 74, suffered fatal 
injuries after he was involved in a 
collision with a motorcycle on the B1102 
at Swaffham Prior. 

The crash happened at about 4.30pm 
on January 26. 

An inquest into Mr Crabtree’s death 
was held on Friday, June 10, where a 
verdict of accidental death was recorded 
by William Morris, coroner for north and 
east Cambridgeshire. 

Mr Crabtree, of The Paddocks, Burwell, 
died at the scene. 

The driver of the Suzuki motorcycle, a 
41-year-old man, suffered serious 
injuries.

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Knighthood for 
racing legend 



HENRY Cecil, one of 
Newmarket’s most 
successful trainers, has 
been knighted in the 
Queen’s Birthday Honours 
List. 

During a rollercoaster career, 
68-year-old Sir Henry, left, has 
been champion trainer nine 
times and recorded the 25 th 
Classic winner when the 
phenomenal Frankel bolted 
home in the QIPCO 2000 
Guineas at Newmarket in April. 

In all, four Derby successes, 73 
triumphs at Royal Ascot and 
more than 350 Group race 
winners have come out of his 
Warren Place yard since he 
started training in 1969. 

Of his knighthood, he said: “It 
came as a bit of a shock really. 
I’m quite overwhelmed by it. I 
have to thank all those 
responsible for me receiving it.” 

Sir Henry’s purple patch came 
in the 80s and 90s when he 
dominated British racing, his 
best season being the 1987 
campaign when he trained 180 
winners. 

However, he suffered a 
stunning decline when beset by 
cancer and personal problems, 
only to rise to prominence again 
when Light Shift won the Oaks 
in 2007. The reception in the 
winner’s enclosure at Epsom 
that day left the veteran trainer 
visibly moved, and that din was 
repeated on the Rowley Mile in 
2009 and 2010 when Twice Over 
won the Champion Stakes, and 
then again when wonder-horse 


Frankel trounced his opposition 
in the 2000 Guineas. 

And when asked about the 
response to Twice Over’s first 
Champion Stakes win, the 
impossibly modest Cecil 
commented: “I think they like 
me.” 

Meanwhile, Newmarket's 
Jeremy Richardson, former chief 
executive of the Injured Jockeys 
Fund, was also made an OBE for 
services to horse racing. 

He joined the fund in 1971 as 
its solicitor and secretary, then 
stopped practising in 1996 and 
became the organisation’s chief 
executive on a part-time basis, 
before taking it over as a full¬ 
time job in 2000. He retired from 
the post in September last year. 

Lisa Hancock, chief executive 
of the fund, said: “Jeremy has 


given so much of his working life 
to the Injured Jockeys Fund; it’s a 
really well-deserved award. 
We’re really delighted for him.” 

And Cambridge micro¬ 
biologist Dr Adrian Parton, of 
Swaffham Prior, has been made 
an MBE. 

Dr Prior is chief executive of 
high-tech Cambridge company 
Matrix, well known for 
technology it developed to 
detect the bugs E.coli, 
salmonella and listeria. 

He said: "My dad, who’s 82, is 
delighted about the honour. He’s 
a master silversmith who spent 
his working life making trophies, 
like the FA Cup, and he’s on 
cloud nine. 

“Sadly my mum died two 
years ago, but she would have 
loved this too.” 


Woman, 23, caught driving while 
high on cannabis after birthday 


BIRTHDAY celebrations turned sour for a woman 
who was caught driving while high on cannabis. 

Rikki Graham had been out with friends 
celebrating her 23 rd birthday and was driving home 
when police became suspicious. 

Officers were travelling behind her on the A142 
through Fordham when they spotted her blue Ford 
KA cross the central line on several occasions. 

Despite the speed limit being 60mph, Graham was 
also driving at around 40mph. 

Scheherazade Haque, prosecuting, said: “It was at 
around 12.30am on March 26. 

“Not only was Graham driving at an unusually 
slow pace, she also crossed the central white line on 
numerous occasions and made no indication at a 
roundabout. 

“Officers suspected she was under the influence of 


something and stopped her. 

“Her speech was slurry and her pupils were small, 
so traffic control was asked to attend.” 

Graham was given a breath test and provided a 
negative sample; however, she was unable to walk in 
a straight line, touch her nose or provide correct 
information about herself while filling out a form. 

Miss Haque added: “Blood tests later proved she 
had cannabis in her blood.” 

Graham, of St Albans Way, Thetford, appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court on Thursday and 
pleaded guilty to a charge of driving while unfit 
through drugs. 

She was disqualified from driving for 12 months 
and was fined £100. 

Magistrates also ordered her to pay £85 court costs 
and a £15 victim surcharge.

A 37-year-old man from 
Cambridgeshire, also arrested on 
suspicion of murder, is due to 
answer bail on Thursday, July 14.

Councillors urged to approve big 
changes to fire and rescue service 


RADICAL plans to re-structure 
Suffolk’s fire and rescue service 
have been finalised. 

Suffolk County Council will 
meet next week where they will 
been urged to approve a number 
of cost-cutting changes to the 
service by fire chiefs - despite 
widespread objections. 

Union leaders have hit out at 
the controversial proposals, 
announced on Monday, following 
a 12-week public consultation in 
which residents had their say 
about the £1.5 million cuts. 

Haverhill’s station in Lordscroft 
Lane will no longer have full-time 
firefighters between 8am and 6pm 
seven days a week. Instead, it will 
have them only Monday to Friday, 


with on-call firefighters picking up 
the slack at weekends. There will 
also be a reduction in staff who 
teach fire safety and prevention 
across the county. 

Andy Vingoe, chairman of 
Suffolk Fire Brigades Union, said: 
“We’re extremely disappointed 
that despite more than 1,500 
consultation responses - the 
majority disapproving of the cuts - 
they’re going ahead with them.” 

Fire bosses have made only one 
concession from the original plan 
to save money, with Felixstowe’s 
full-time firefighters kept on at the 
same level as Haverhill’s rather 
than being binned altogether. 

Andy Fry, Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service’s Chief Fire Officer, 


said: “People are, quite rightly, 
very interested in changes to fire 
and rescue service arrangements. 
It is therefore important that in 
developing details of changes, a 
proper balance is struck between 
achieving savings in a very 
difficult financial environment 
and continuing to deliver services 
that meet the needs of people in 
Suffolk. 

“I believe that what we are 
recommending to Cabinet 
members sensibly achieves that 
balance.” 

If agreed at the cabinet meeting 
at 11am on Tuesday, the changes 
will be implemented in stages over 
the next few years.

PARTYGOERS were evicted 
and equipment seized 
when police closed down 
an illegal rave. 

Farmers and landowners in the 
region are being urged to be 
vigilant after an illegal rave was 
organised in Barton Mills. 

More than 200 revellers and 
around 70 vehicles had set up the 
rave in a barn on farmland off 
Worlington Road in the early 
hours of Sunday. 

Officers were on patrol when 
they came across the rave in

progress at 3.55am. 

They managed to bring the 
rave to an end, although the barn 
wasn’t fully cleared of people and 
vehicles until 5.30am. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
police said: “While monitoring 
the situation it became evident 
that straw bales in the barn had 
caught fire. 

“Police evacuated the barn and 
the fire service was called. 
Nobody was injured. 

Some of the ravers dispersed 
while others were confront¬ 
ational, police said. 

“Therefore, a Direction to 


Leave was issued (Section 63 of 
the Criminal Justice and Public 
Order Act) and by 5.30am the 
area had been cleared of people 
and vehicles. 

“No arrests were made but 
sound equipment and a van were 
seized.” 

Around 30 police officers were 
called to the scene. 

An investigation is ongoing.

Hospital flies the flag for patient care 


AN innovative project 
aimed at improving the 
standard of care that 
orthopaedic patients 
receive at West Suffolk 
Hospital is to be show¬ 
cased nationally as best 
practice by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health. 

The ‘red flag’ project 
aims to ensure that all 
patients who suffer a hip 
fracture receive an early 
diagnosis, expert care on 
a specialist ward, early 
pain relief, rapid surgery, 
good quality nutrition 
and therapy to help 


them regain independ¬ 
ence. 

It is aided by a check¬ 
list called a ‘prescription 
of care’, which allows 
staff to put a standard 
care package in place 
quickly before fine- 
tuning it to meet each 
individual’s needs. 

To assist commun¬ 
ication between staff 
and ensure that every¬ 
one on the ward is aware 
of which patients are 
receiving care as part of 
the project, their names 
are also highlighted on a 


central ward board 
using a red magnet. 

Developed over the 
past two years by the 
trauma and orthopaedic 
team, hospital bosses 
say the initiative has 
contributed to “sig¬ 
nificant improvements” 
against a range of safety 
indicators, such as 
reducing pressure ulcers 
and patient falls. 

It has now been sel¬ 
ected by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health as an 
example of best practice. 

Nichole Day, exec¬ 


utive chief nurse at West 
Suffolk Hospital, in Bury 
St Edmunds, said: “The 
red flag project allows us 
to plan and structure the 
fundamental aspects of 
care for each patient so 
that we can ensure it 
meets their individual 
needs. 

“We are really proud 
of the project, as it has 
had a significant impact 
on the way we care for 
vulnerable patients 
while also helping to 
further improve safety.”

Maxx, which brought cheap clothes 
and household goods along with 
jobs. 

At the end of the day, I suspect this 
will all be a storm in a teacup 
because we all have our personal 
shopping habits which will only be 
changed briefly out of curiosity and 
then we will all carry on as we 
always have. Like most, I have no 
intention of making a special 
journey to stores on the edge of 
town if I can satisfy my needs 
closer to home. 

The presence of larger, better- 
stocked stores may well, however, 
encourage people from elsewhere 
to come to Newmarket and take a 
closer look at what we have to offer. 
Pity that what we now have is a 
poor shadow of what we had a few 
years ago when the market was 
vibrant, the shops varied and 
excellent value and parking was 
free.

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Appeal over 
dad’s Illness 


THE devastated 
daughter of a man who 
died of an asbestos- 
related disease has 
launched an appeal to 
win justice for her 
father by asking people 
who may have worked 
with him to come for¬ 
ward. 

George Thomas Warren, 
from Mildenhall, was 70 when 
he died in April 2008 from 
mesothelioma - a cancer 
caused by exposure to deadly 
asbestos dust. 

Mr Warren’s family want to 
know how he came into 
contact with the lethal fibres. 

They believe his health 
problems were caused by his 
time spent working as a 
trainee lagger at a range of 
industrial sites in the 1950s 
and early 1960s. 

Mr Warren’s daughter, 
Yvonne Roberts, 52, from 
Rainham in Kent, said: “Dad 
remembered being involved 
in jobs for Armstrong Cork at 
sites including the Bootle

Cold Stores in Liverpool, the 
Smedleys factory in Spalding 
and the Walls factory in 
Acton. 

“He told us about his time 
working for William Douglas 
& Sons across the country, 
where he would saw asbestos 
to size and smooth the edges 
of lagging used on pipework. 

“Dad worked hard all his 
life and to know his work is 
what killed him is hard to 
bear. 

“We are all devastated by 
his death and are desperate to 
see justice done.” 

Alice Humphreys, an 
asbestos-related disease 
specialist at Irwin Mitchell, 
who is representing the 
family, said: “George was 
involved in work for Arm¬ 
strong Cork, now known as 
Armstrong World Industries 
Ltd, from about 1952 to 1955 
and also in the early 1960s. 

“He was also employed at 
William Douglas, which is 


now called APV Packaging 
Systems Ltd, between about 
1961 and 1963. 

“George’s family are desp¬ 
erate to find any witnesses 
and I would urge anyone who 
has experiences to share 
about working for either firm 
around the times he was there 
to come forward as soon as 
possible. 

“Better still, if anyone can 
remember working with 
George, and the type of tasks 
he used to carry out, please 
get in touch. 

“While it is sadly too late for 
George, we hope that our 
work on gaining justice for 
the families of those exposed 
to asbestos will help to raise 
awareness of its devastating 
consequences and spare 
more people from heartache 
in the future.”

T sets a target of signing up 
10,000 donors before she dies 


T Sandeman- 
Charles is one 
of life’s happy 
people. Posing for 
the camera, out in 
her sunny back 
garden, the 50-year- 
old is all smiles; it is, 
she admits, a 
genuine struggle to 
keep a straight face. 

“I’m an incredibly 
positive person, always 
have been,” explains T. 
“What’s the point in 
wallowing? You have to 
turn the negative into the 
positive, find the silver 
finings in the clouds... 

Yes, bad things can 
happen in life - but you 
can’t let them hold you 
back, can you?” 

Though you’d never 
know it to see her today - 
laughing, joking and 
seemingly full of energy - T 
is suffering from two 
deadly lung diseases; one 
condition so rare, T is one 
of only eight patients 
worldwide known to have 
it. 

Over time, her lungs are 
getting thicker and 
tougher, making it 
increasingly difficult to 
breathe. Eventually, they 
will stop working 
altogether. 

“There is no cure,” says 
T. “My condition is 
irreversible and, over time,

Battling two deadly lung diseases - one so rare she is one of 
only eight known cases in the world - T is determined to 
make her days count by signing up thousands of organ 
donors.

lung transplant. 

“I’m not on the 
transplant list yet: there are 
so few organs available 
and I can still dress and 
walk, which, sadly, a lot of 
people awaiting an organ 
can’t. 

“But further down the 
line I will go on that list. If a 
lung comes up, terrific; if it 
doesn’t, I’ll die. It’s as 
simple as that.” 

T - who’s been known 
simply as T since she was 
little, short for her 
christened name, Teresa - 
is dedicating the rest of her 
life to promoting organ 
donor registration. Within 
months of getting her 
diagnosis, she’d set up 
Save5, a campaign to get 
10,000 people to join die 
register. 

“I can’t think of anything 
more worthwhile to do,” 
explains T, who lives in the 
village of Duddenhoe End, 
near Saffron Walden. 

“It breaks my heart to 
think that three people die 
every day because the 
organ they needed never 
came up. Three people 
died yesterday. Three 
people will die today. And 
three people will die 
tomorrow. 


“To think of all those 
families grieving... It 
must be the pits, knowing 
their loved one could have 
been saved; that they were 
just one organ short of life. 

“Did you know that only 
28 per cent of the 
population are on the 
donor register - yet 97 per 
cent say they would take a 
transplant if they needed 
one? There’s a big gap 
between those two figures, 
and it’s a gap we need to 

fin.” 

Since T launched Save5, 
in March last year, she has 
signed up 1,323 people to 
the national donor 
register; her aim is to 
recruit at least 10,000 
before she dies. 

“At the end of the day, I 
know my own chances of 
finding a donor are slim, 
but it’s fantastic to think 
that in the future other 
people are going to live 
thanks to Save5. It sounds 
really grand, but to save 
someone’s life is the 
biggest, kindest, most 
generous gift you could 
ever give.” 

Before falling ill, T says 
her life was ‘genuinely 
terrific’. She and husband 
Roy met 25 years ago, 
when both were working 


behind the scenes for 
Thames Television: “We 
actually met on the set of 
Miss UK. And no, I was not 
competing...” 

They moved to 
Duddenhoe End 13 years 
ago, from Surrey, andT 
says they soon settled in. 
“The people are so warm,” 
she explains. “If you’ve got 
good people around you, 
you can live anywhere.” 

T went on to run her 
own business selling 
Pampered Chef cookware; 
building up a team of 300 
salespeople, she says it was 
her dream job. “I’d go into 
people’s houses and do 
Pampered Chef parties 
with cookery 
demonstrations. It was 
wonderfully sociable: chat, 
chat, chat! I’m actually not 
a very good cook, but I like 
to think people went away 
thinking ‘Shame T was 
cooking, but what a fun 
evening’.” 

T had been feeling 
increasingly breathless for 
years. Her mother had 
actually suffered from a 
lung disease; T feared she 
might have the same one. 

“I was an ostrich, I stuck 
my head in the sand. And I 
was too busy to take time 
off and go to the doctor. 
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Organ donation: the facts 

• More than 10,500 people currently need an 
organ transplant in the UK. 

• About 1,000 people die every year in the UK - 
that’s three every day - while waiting for an 
organ transplant or because they become too ill 
to survive an operation and are removed from the 
list. 

• Last year (2009-10), a record 3,709 people’s 
lives were transformed by a transplant - thanks 
to the generosity of 2,021 donors. 

• The first successful transplant was of a cornea 
on December 7,1905, in what is now the Czech 
Republic.

Then, about two and a 
half years ago, things got 
so bad even I thought 
‘Come on, T, you’ve got to 
do something about this’.” 

A trip to the GP 
followed; after blood tests 
and an X-ray, T was 
referred to first one 
consultant, then another. 
The doctors knew 
something was wrong - 
but they didn’t know 
what. 

“I thought I’d go along 
and be given a few pills to 
take. But I was referred to 
Addenbrooke’s, then to 
Papworth. All the time I 
was thinking ‘Come on, 
then, where are these 
pills?’...” 

Eventually, more than 
four months after the 
medical investigations 
began, a biopsy revealed 
that T had not one, but 
two lung diseases, neither 
of them the same as her 
mother’s condition. 

The first, organising 
fibrosing pneumonia, 
causes the alveoli - 
the little air sacs in 
the lungs - to 
thicken, making it 
harder for them to 
inflate and allow 
oxygen into the blood 


stream. 

The second, idiopathic 
pleurop arenchymal 
fibroelastosis, is the one 
which had the experts 
flummoxed: it is so rare, it 
has been diagnosed in 
only eight patients in the 
world, including T. 
Affecting the membranes 
which encase the lungs, it 
causes them to toughen 
and become increasingly 
immovable, making it 
ever harder for the lungs 
to inflate. 

“The first thing that hits 
you is shock,” says T. “It’s 
a cliche, but it’s true: you 
never, ever think it’s going 
to happen to you. But I 
started looking for the 
positives straight away: I 
wasn’t going to let two 
poxy diseases get me 
down.” 

At the same time T was 
in hospital having her 
biopsy, her sister Sue was 
in a hospital bed too - 
having just donated a 
kidney to a friend. 

“It was Sue who really 
inspired me to start 


Save5.1 thought what 
she’d done was 
incredible: she’d saved 
and transformed the life 
of someone who’d been 
having dialysis three 
times a day, every day. 

“And I wanted some 
good to come out of my 
situation: something 
good had to come out of 
it, otherwise it would be a 
complete waste me 
having these diseases.” 

As well as 
breathlessness and 
coughing fits, T admits 
tiredness is one of the 
most challenging 
symptoms of her illness: 
at the end of the day, she’s 
‘flat out on the sofa’. 

Last December, T had 
to make the tough 
decision to quit work. “I 


realised I couldn’t work 
and do Save5 at the same 
time. I thought ‘What’s 
most important? What 
should I be spending my 
energy on?’ and, of 
course, Save5 was the 
answer.” 

T promotes Save5 by 
running a website 
[www.save5.org.uk) and 
travelling across the East 
of England to speak to 
business forums, social 
clubs, Rotary groups ... 
Her ambition is to spread 
the word nationwide. 

“Because I don’t look ill, 
when I tell people I will 
die if I don’t get a lung 
transplant you could hear 
a pin drop,” she admits. 

“But I don’t want 
people to think that 
listening to me speak is 
all doom and gloom - it’s 
fun too.” 

In fact, spending time 
with T is a genuine tonic; 
she has such a 


contagiously cheery 
disposition, it gives all 
those around her a boost. 

“My family and friends 
have been amazingly 
supportive. They all say 
‘You can do it T!’; they all 
believe in me. That 
means so much. 

“One little boy I know - 
he’s only 11 - saved up all 
his pocket money and 
sent it to me to help fund 
Save5. He sent me £37 
and - oh dear, I’m going 
to get tearful now -1 was 
so, so touched by that. 

“The amount of 
support I’ve been given is 
heart-warming, and 
hugely humbling.” 

“The only time I get 
down is when people 
don’t join the register,” 
continues T. “Most people 
are very willing; often 
they say ‘I’ve just never 
got round to it’ or ‘I’ve got 
a donor card’. The cards 
are all very well, but 
what are the chances 
of dying with your 
donor card in your 
top pocket? The best 
thing to do is join the 
database. 

“This morning I 
went to speak in 
Stevenage and eight 


more people signed up. 
Every donor can save up 
to five lives; that’s 40 
people whose lives could 
be saved at some point in 
the future. That’s what 
puts a smile on my face.” 

T has just been 
approached to speak to a 
2,000-strong audience at 
the launch of Kidney 
Research UK’s annual 
London Bridges Walk. 

“How exciting is that?” 
she enthuses. “ I could 
get, say, 500 people 
signed up all at once! My 
life is very exciting these 
days. It’s totally different, 
but it’s very exciting. 

“And I can honestly say 
I wouldn’t change it. If I 
hadn’t got these two 
hideous diseases, Save5 
might never have been 
started - and that’s a 
terrible thought. I really 
wouldn’t change a thing.”

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Head injury 
spurs jockey 
to hand over 
charity cash 

A WORLD-CLASS jockey with personal 
experience of head injury has handed a 
cheque for £1,250 to Headway 
Cambridgeshire. 

Hayley Turner, who has lived and 
worked in Newmarket for 10 years, was 
thrown from a horse in 2009 and suffered 
a head injury. 

She has made a full recovery - and 
now the 28-year-old has pledged to do all 
she can for Headway, which works to 
support those who have suffered brain 
injury, and their loved ones.

Woman cleared 
of attacks on 
former partner 


A WOMAN accused of two 
attacks on her former partner has 
been found not guilty. 

It took a jury just over an hour to clear 
Lynette Miller last Friday. 

Ms Miller, 32, of Carson Walk, 
Newmarket, had pleaded not guilty to 
two offences of assault. 

The prosecution had alleged that Ms 
Miller and Michael Ritchie had been out 
drinking together at pubs in Newmarket 
on both occasions. 

Mr Ritchie claimed that inside Ms 
Miller’s flat on the evening of fanuary 21 
she had picked up a knife and held it 
against his chin, cutting him. 

The second assault was alleged to have 
taken place on February 5 after an 
argument broke out and she was said to 


have held a kitchen knife against Mr 
Ritchie’s torso and used it to break the 
skin of his left arm. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard from Ms 
Miller that she denied the allegations and 
that the injury to Mr Ritchie’s chin was 
caused when he fell over while carrying 
fish and chips on the way back to the flat 
and that he had produced a lighter from 
his pocket and used it to set fire to her 
hair. 

Ms Miller, who is visually impaired, 
also alleged that Mr Ritchie had 
threatened to harm himself on the 
second occasion and had used a knife to 
inflict a wound on his own arm. 

The jury of 10 women and two men 
returned not guilty verdicts on both 
charges.

RAIL bosses are bringing in sat-nav 
technology for drivers - in a bid to 
stem the rising toll of dangerous 
incidents at level crossings. 

British Transport Police are investigating 
two incidents at Lakenheath level crossing in 
which cars jumped the lights as the keeper was 
trying to close the gate. In one of the incidents, 
the keeper was nearly hit by a car which sped 
away. 

Network Rail says the 
incidents, including another 
episode in Waterbeach in 
which a lorry got stuck under 
the barriers after trying to beat 
the lights, are the latest in a 
spate of more than 150 level 
crossing dramas in the East of 
England since the start of the year. 

A spokesman said: “Both the Lakenheath 
incidents happened on May 31 in the evening. 
In the first, the crossing keeper reported a car 
jumped the flashing lights. In the second, 
another car did the same thing, narrowly 
missing him. The registration numbers of both 
vehicles have been passed to the police. 

“The incident at Waterbeach happened on 
fune 6. The driver of the lorry admitted it was 
his fault - he had misjudged how long it would 
take to cross with a large lorry and trailer.

“There was no damage to the barriers but 
trains were forced to pass through at 20mph 
until the barriers could be assessed by an 
engineer and passed fit.” 

It is not known whether action is being 
taken against the lorry driver. 

Network Rail has teamed up 
with sat-nav manufacturer 
Garmin to produce a free, 
downloadable application which 
alerts drivers that they are 
approaching a crossing. 

The spokesman said: “The 
new free application can be 
downloaded onto Garmin niivi 
or niiLink sat-navs from its website. 

“Similar to choosing options that alert you 
to approaching speed cameras, the device 
whistles like a train and an ‘X’ appears on the 
screen with the name of the level crossing so 
motorists can approach and cross with care.” 

Dyan Crowther, Network Rail director of 
operational services, said: “Motorists who 
jump the lights or smash into barriers as they 
try and beat them coming down can cause 
great disruption and cost to the network.”

The 
book took me eight years to write 
and I was spurred on when my 
daughter worked at Newmarket 
Racecourse. 

“She found piles of papers 
relating to the 1844 scandal and 
the book went from there.” 

Mr Byles has been a member at 
Newmarket Racecourse for many 
years.

Street lights to 
be switched off 


Move ‘led to reduction in crime’ 


GLOUCESTERSHIRE 
County Council turned 
out the lights in three 
parishes for a year in 
2007 - and it was a 
success. 

The three parishes 
involved in the 
experiment saw a 
reduction in crime. 

The experiment involved 
switching off half the 


lights lights in some of 
the roads in Cam, Uley 
and Huntley. 

Following the 
experiment, police told 
the council that there 
had been a slight 
reduction in the 
numbers of crimes 
committed between 
midnight and 5.30am in 
the 12 months from 
May 2007 compared 


with the year before. 

The scheme was such a 
success the council 
offered it around the 
county, and to date, 87 
rural parishes and 
market towns have 
joined in. 

However, the council 
will not introduce the 
scheme in an area with 
a high crime record.

ALMOST 80 per cent of 
Newmarket’s street lights 
are to be switched off in a 
move to save Suffolk 
£550,000 a year and cut its 
C02 emissions. 

The county council scheme will 
see 1,423 of Newmarket’s 1,821 
street lights turned off or dimmed 
during part of the night - but the 
roads affected will not be 
disclosed until luly. 

Across Suffolk, the council 
plans to extinguish lights less 
than 6m tall between midnight 
and 5.30am, while taller lights 
could be dimmed where funding 
is available. 

It is using Telensa’s Intelligent 
Street Lighting System, which is 
able to control individual street 
lights and can be adapted to 
seasonal changes. The council 
hopes the move will get it closer 
to its goal of reducing the 
county’s C02 emissions by 60 per 
cent by 2025. 

A council spokeswoman said 


discussions were taking place 
with safer neighbourhood teams, 
parish councils and town 
councils about how best to 
implement the system. 

She said: “The system is an 
invest-to-save project, saving 
Suffolk taxpayers £550,000 a year 
in the energy bills the council has 
to pay. 

“We are, however, sensitive to 
local need which is why we’ve 
made it possible for street light¬ 
ing to be left on for longer 
periods - or remain on all night - 
where it’s necessary for safety.” 


She said other local authorities 
which had put similar systems in 
place had not seen an increase in 
crime. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council is set to replace four- 
fifths of its street lights following 
a commitment of £100 million of 
Government funding in April. 

A spokesman said there were 
no plans to turn off any lights, but 
there would be some dimming in 
agreed areas - but not on major 
traffic routes or areas of 
sensitivity.

Matthew Lynch and the company, 
these were some of the most 
powerful moments. 

Charlotte Martin was fabulous 
in the Sister Act number Raise 
Your Voice along with the ‘sisters’ 
and Kate Nolan. Talking of Kate 
Nolan - she excelled with a 
superb number, the brilliant Alto s 
Lament. 

With 40 or so songs and 
dances, and a fantastically timed 
show, it is an impossible task to 
know just who to mention as the 
whole company, of both 
NOMADS and Young NOMADS 


worked tirelessly together. Some 
more of the highlights had to be: 
Good Morning, Baltimore from 
Hairspray, The Climb, The Wizard 
and /, from Wicked, and Rachel 
Smith and Colin Scott with the 
wonderful reggae rhythm 
Somewhere over the Rainbow, not 
forgetting the gruesome Cell 
Block Tango from Chicago and 
You Can’t Stop the Beat, another 
Hairspray toe-tapper. 

A few personal favourites were 
Karen Thorpe’s There s a Fine, 
Fine Line, and Liam Corbett’s, 

Mr Cellophane, together with the 
Young NOMADS’s Under the 


Sea, from The Little Mermaid. 
When it comes to someone totally 
at home on stage, it is always 
Andy Ward, particularly 
performing When I Look At You 
with Amanda Aldridge; and for 
anyone hooked on Facebook 
would have loved the laptop 
routine Be My Friend. 

You have to give the whole 
company, young and not-so- 
young, great credit for this 
energetic extravaganza of music, 
colour and sound, and praise 
indeed to all for this intricately 
constructed production.

KUNG FU PANDA 2 
certificate PG 90m 

PREPARE for the return of 
awesomeness in this energetic 
martial arts comedy which kicks 
computer-animated butt and 
comes close to matching the 
rumbustious fun of the 2008 
original. 

Screenwriters Jonathan Aibel 
and Glenn Berger flashback to 
overweight panda Po’s tortured 
past as the inspiration for this 
tale of identity and retribution, 
taking the story into far darker 
territory. 

However, Jack Black’s whirlwind 
vocal performance provides a 
generous smattering of belly 
laughs and the visuals are 
gorgeous and colourful. 

The introduction of the 3D 
format almost warrants the 
additional ticket price, adding 
depth to the gorgeous rolling 
landscapes of ancient China. 
Younger audiences will get just 
as much fun though from the 
traditional 2D version without the 
discomfort or distraction of the 
plastic spectacles. 

Overweight panda Po (voiced 
by Black) is living his dream as 
an all-action bear, honing his 
skills under the watchful eye of 



mentor Shifu (Dustin Hoffman). 
However, he is haunted by 
fragmented memories, which 
eventually reveal how his father 
came to be a goose called Mr 
Ping (James Wong). It transpires 
an evil peacock Lord Shen 
(Gary Oldman) is the cause of 
Po’s deep emotional wounds. 
Spurred on by a dire warning 
about pandas from an elderly 
soothsayer (Michelle Yeoh), 

Shen and his army of snarling 
wolves are on a collision course 


with Po, armed with a deadly 
weapon that could bring China 
to its knees. Thankfully, Po can 
always rely on The Furious Five 
- Crane (David Cross), Mantis 
(Seth Rogen), Monkey (Jackie 
Chan), Tigress (Angelina Jolie) 
and Viper (Lucy Liu) - to avert 
disaster. 

Kung Fu Panda 2 relies heavily 
on Black to unleash his verbal 
fireworks and to continue 
sparking potential romance with 
Jolie’s kung fu kitty. 

Hoffman’s comic timing is 
impeccable and Oldman 
delivers his lines in suitably 
Machiavellian tones. 

The action sequences are more 
complex but still fall short of the 
intricacy of Pixar’s most recent 
pictures. 

Hopefully DreamWorks 
Animation will have learned 
lessons about animated sequels 
from Shrek, which dazzled us in 
its original incarnation but 
became a creatively empty husk 
by Shrek Forever After. 

Alas, the feel-good revelations at 
the end of Kung Fu Panda 2 
suggest as long as box office 
tills ring, there will be more 
chapters in Po’s journey of self- 
discovery.

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Heavenly herbs for summer 


H erbs create the 

tastes of summer - 
basil torn over juicy, 
mouth-watering tomatoes, 
dill added to simple fish 
dishes, chicken stuffed with 
thyme, coriander added to 
zingy salsas, mint and 
parsley chopped up in 
tabbouleh and other salad 
dishes. 

So many herbs and so little 
space, those with small gardens 
might say, but there is always 
room for a pot or two or even a 
windowbox of aromatic, 
flavoursome herbs which will 
enhance your menus whatever the 
time of year. 

Many exhibitors at this year’s 
gardening shows are of the same 
opinion. At the forthcoming BBC 
Gardeners’ World Live at 
Birmingham’s NEC, for example, 
a new Edible Patches section 
seeks to display innovative ways

of growing edible plants in a 
small space measuring 1.5m x 
2.5m - and herbs are right up 
there with lettuces, chard and 
spinach. 

The unusually hot weather 
we’ve had in April and May will 
have given some herbs a head 
start. Many herbs thrive in 
sunnier climates including thyme, 
rosemary and basil, which 
historically hasn’t grown very 
well in this country because our 
summers have been too cool. 

Mint grows virtually 
anywhere, but if you are creating 
a herb garden, grow it in a pot or 
it will invade everything else in 
its path. 

If you want your herb garden 
to look more formal, consider 
planting dwarf hedges of 
rosemary or lavender around the 
edges, or to divide beds. 

Lavender can simply be sheared 
after flowering to keep it looking 
neat and tidy, but don’t cut into 
old wood or it won’t grow back. 

Standard bays placed in pots 


either side of a front door or other 
entrance can create a formal, 
stylish look and you can also snip 
the leaves off for adding to pasta 
sauces and casseroles. 

When designing your herb 
garden, remember that prostrate 
varieties such as Corsican mint, 
many thymes and maijorams 
form mats of pretty foliage to 
cascade over edges and fill gaps 
in paving. 

And don’t think you have to 
reserve a whole plot just for 
herbs. You can interplant them in 
your border to add colour and 
texture. Clumps of chives, which 
produce pretty purple flower 
balls, and sage, with its subtle 
leaf colours, are ideal for this. 

Rock gardens, with gritty, well- 
drained soil, are also a perfect 
setting for low-growing herbs 
such as thyme, of which there are 
endless varieties, many of which 
have variegated leaves and 
produce small flowers in summer. 

Basil, which tastes so much 
better if you grow it yourself than 
if you buy it from the 
supermarket, is a tender annual 
used in much Mediterranean 
cooking and loves the sunshine. 
It’s best sown into seed trays or 
modules in a greenhouse and 
then hardened off and 
transplanted into a sheltered, 
sunny spot when all danger of 
frost has passed. 

It does well in pots on sun¬ 
baked patios but should be 


watered whenever dry and the 
growing tips pinched out 
regularly to encourage bushy 
growth and delay flowering. If 
you are using it, harvest the 
leaves at the tip of the plant to 
encourage further bushy growth 
at the sides. 

Sweet basil and bush basil are 
the common types grown, but 
you could also try cinnamon 
basil, anise basil and lemon basil. 

Flat-leaf parsley is much more 
popular these days than the curly- 
leaf variety because of its more 
intense flavour. Usually grown as 
an annual, it can be sown thinly 
outdoors in rich, moist soil in late 
spring and again in late summer 
for succession over winter. Try 
Giant Italian for good flavour. 

Perennials including chives, 
sorrel, fennel and mint should 
come up year after year. Annual 
herbs which need to be raised 
from seed each year include dill, 
coriander, chervil and borage. 
These are best germinated in a 
greenhouse in spring. 

The majority of herbs thrive in 
sunny, sheltered spots. If you only 
have a semi-shaded spot 
available, try growing scented 
lemon balm, which can be used 
to flavour sauces for chicken and 
fish, lovage, a hardy perennial 
which has a flavour similar to 
celery, and angelica, a giant herb 
growing to several metres which 
can be used to flavour cakes and 
cooked fruit.

I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss.

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address.

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

ANYTHING less than a replica of 
the 2000 Guineas was always going

races in his thinking. 

“He wasn’t at all tired, he just 
thought he’d done enough,” said 
Cecil of Frankel, who was returned 
the 30-J00 favourite. 

“That’s good really, it means we 
can settle him in behind now. 

“Tom said he was getting really 
idle, which is good in a way as it 
means we can ride a normal race on 
him.” 

This year’s winner of the King’s 
Stand Stakes was Robert Cowell’s 
luckless sprinter Prohibit. 

Cowell, based at Six Mile Bottom, 
said: “ I’m so proud and I’ve taken a 
bit of flack from people saying I run 
him too much, but he thrives on his 
racing.”
